WHEAT.

Eovrror Sovrners Currivaror.—Will
Bermuda grass grow on very light sandy
land, that will not make more than threcor
four bushels of corn peracre ?  Where cau
I get ewough to start with ? T have soma
fiftecn acres of such lund. Even broom-
sedge does not grow well on it. I would
be glud to make the land in question profit-
able as a pusture for sheep and calves. It
grows peas tolerably well, but is so light
that corn will burn almost up in dry weath-
er; in fuct, it is not worth cultivating in
general farm orops, 1have raised chufas this
year, and find them very prolific on sandy
land. . Awm satisfied that land that will make
ten bushels of corn, will make from 75 to
100 bushels of chufas per acre; and the
chuf seems to be worth about the same as
corn, bushel for bushel, that is, in conuec-
tion with peas and sweet potatoes.

I would recommend starting hogs on chu-
fas, say the first or tenth of September;
and keep on chufas alone, say filteen or
twenty days, then let them have potatoes
and chufus, or potatoes, peas and chufns.—
Do not plant too many chufas in connection
with peas and potatoes, ns hogs will eat the
chufas in preference to any thing, except
@ru, and scem to be about as foud of the
chufa as corn.

The above is my plav of raising pork ; that
is, let them run at random, say nine or ter
weeks, theo put them in lots and feed on
cooked potatoes and corn, say one-half po-
tatoes and the other half corn, for three or
weeks, which makes very good pork.  Man-
aging thus, 1 have enough chufas left to
keep out hogs, say two months during wiun-
ter. There is no ruason why we can’t raise
pork as cheap as the Northwest, and keep
our moncy at home, which is very imprr-
tant at this time.

I also raise wheat, which is very cusily
done by using Peruvian Guanape guavo.—
[ raised this year, on very poor land, ten
bushels per acre, by applying 140 ths. gu-

anape per acre.  T'his guano sceins to be a

perfect manure for wheat in this scction of

country. The land, after being in wheat,
is left in better condition than i it had
rested. IL. M. JOHNSON.

Bermuda grass will grow on any kind of
land, but on very poor, such as you deseribe,
will make a correspoudingly poor growth,
It is reggarded, and justly so, as an improver
of land, especially that which is rolling, be-
cause it stops washes and retains all small
picces of vegetable matter which are ordi-
nariiy floated off during rains. But you
could not resonably expect much pasturage
from it on your poor land—wmore, however,
than from broomsedge. It is very wide-
spread through widdle Georgia, but we
know of no one who makes a business of
sclling it.  Whether we can make pork as
chicap as they do in the Northwest is per-
haps an opeu question, but ove thing is
quite certain, we can raise it at mueh cheap-
er rates than it is bought at present with cot-
ton money.—LEp. So. CuLr.

COTTON SEED TO AN ACRE, ®

Eviror Soutuery CuLrivaror.—Dar-
iug the year past, in a number of the Cul-

tivator, you advised using from thirty (30)
to oue huudred bushels of cotton seed toan
acre of corn,

Will you listen to a subscriber who en-
deavored to carry out your directions to the
letter, and  hear the result? On medium
Jand used 30 bushels peracre.  Corn grew
off fincly—made a large stalk—good eas.
Next, used 50 bushels per rere on land
some  better than where I used 30.—
Corn grew off well—made no more than
the poorer lund.

In the full concluded to sow in oats beth
fields, and, in pulling up corn stalks where
the 30 bushels were used, found about one-
third or one-half the seed unappropriated—
the seed clinging to the old stalk or iu the
soil immediately around it.  Coneluded to
try the ficld where 50 bushels were put.—
Result the same—only a larger cluster of
seed still remaiving.  We then went to a
five acre patch where ouly 15 bush®s per
acre were used—pulling up the stalk, found
none left.  Land as poor as any planted—
made as good, it not better, corn with half
the maonure. We came to this conelusion,
20 bushels of cotton sced, erushed, plenty
to manure un acre of laud lor corn, More
can be put on when the lund belongs to the
favmer, but is a clear loss to the renter.—
Scasons during the year as good as could
be wished for,  Cultivation elean and rap-
id.  Frst plougbing used a scooter—after-
wards a sweep.  Cotton seed dropped by
hand; corn dropped on sced.

Made a most excellent erop of oats,—
Sowed the Bennett oat. They will grow
tall cnough on any kind of land to be casily
cut. Rust Proof oats will not, and are eas-
ily killed in winter. One year with :n-
other the Benuett oats will pay a better
profit. S. C.

Your experience does not accord with
ours—nor that of many others which have
been published.  We haveapplied as much
a8 70 bushels of cotton sced per acre to
corn on bottom lands, and with most satis.
fuctory results.  One is quite liable to be
deccived about the appropriation of the
geed by the coru, inasmuch as the woody
hulls of the sced take-a long time to rot.—
Within a few days past we found some of
the hulls still whole, and apparently little

changed, (the kernel gone) which had been
buricd in the soil last June,

it would be bad poliey to apply
tities of coiton seed, for apother important
reason : The chief value d as man-
ure arises from its ammonia producing ca-
pacity, and o: producing it in a compara-
tively short time. Now, ammonia applied
to the soil, if not appropriated quickly by
growing crops, is liable to be changed into
Nitrates and leached out of the soil, so that
neither tenaat nor landlord can get the ben-
efit of it. All are familiar with the fact
that cotton seed is not a permauent manure;
its grertest power being exerted the first
year after its application.—Ep. So. Curr.
